DISINTBCTION  DISINNlSTi-TION. 


As  in  previous  years  all  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
investigated  and  terninal  disinfection  of  prenises  Lind  bedding,  etc., 
V7as  arranged  as  necessarir.  Bedding  is  subjected  to  stean  disinfection 
in  tliQ  Corporation  disinfector  and  prenises  are  treated  by  spra^^ing. 


A sinilar  disinfection  service  was  given  on  cross -obannel  steamers 
VJhere  cabins  bad  been  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases  - nainly  Tuberculous  passengers  in  transit  - and  there  is  full 
co-operation  betYJeen  uj  Departnent  and  the  Harbour  Authorities  in  this 
connection,  A large  number  of  blanlcets,  etc.,  from  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital  were  disinfected  at  the  East  Cliff  Works  on  request. 


The  number  of  prenises  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  shov/ed  a 
decrease  compared  with  1951,  but  no  significance  can  be  attached  to  this. 
All  infestations  vvere  deaj-t  ivitli  'bj  snraying  with  a suitable  insecticide. 
Either  liquid  or  powder  insecticide  or  a conbination  of  both  is  used 
according  to  individual  clr cuns taiices,  and  a suitable  charge  is  levied 
to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  H3?'drog0n  C^^anide  treatment 
in  an3^  instance  and  thus  no  practical  experience  in  the  'working  of  the 
new  H^T-drogen  Cyanide  Regulations  has  so  far  been  possible.  The  nev/ 
Regulations  referred  to  revoked  the  1938  Regulations  and  came  into 
operation  on  Eebruary  1st,  1952.  The  main  changes  relate  to  the  procedure 
for  issuing  '♦safet^r”  and  ’’clearance'*  certificates  and  a more  flexible 
definition  of  ’’risk  area”  which  gives  wider  discretion  and  thus  greater 
responsibility  to  the  operator.  Separate  Orders  are  now  in  force  re- 
lating  to  fnnigation  of  buildings  and  ships  r espectivelir , but  the  general 
principles  of  both  are  very  olosly  related, 

Idore  requests  for  assistance  in  dealing  ¥/ith  cockroach  infestations 
in  hotel  and  restaurant,  kitchens  were  receivod  and  treatment  v/as  under- 
taicen  on  pa3niient^of  the  cost  involved.  Some  of  the  results  v/ere 
remarkaole  pid  kills  of  several  hundred  ?/ere  recorded  in  a number  of 
cases,  to  the  astonishment  of  the  proprietors.  Where  necessar^T",  advice 
was  given  to  prevent  extensive  re-infestation  but  as  this  usuallji^ 
involves  structural  work  the  advice  is  not  al^rays  reoeived  with  enthusiasm.

■Food  H3"giene  is  still  a topical  subject  and  v/ith  the  public 
becoming  more  conscious  of  its  importance  end  therefore  more  discrimin- 
ating - albeit  YQrj  slovdy  - it  is  imperative  for  a holiday’’  resort  of 
the  standard  of  Folkestone  to  press  the  campaign  locally.  This  has  been 
the  policy'  of  the  Depentment  , and  ^/Jhilst  no  spectacular  efforts  on  the 
lines  of  the  Glean  Food  Exhibition  of  1951  were  undertaJeon,  steady?-  and 
continuous  progress  has  been  made  b;?-  direct  contact  with  food  handlers 
under  w or  king  c o ndi  t io  ns  . 


It  would  be  idle  to  assume  that  there  is  an3’'  room  for  complacency^’, 
but  the  improved  standard  of  hj'-giene  prevailing  in  the  majority  of 
catering  and  other  food  premises  is  evidence  that  the  persistent  efforts 
of  the  last  fev/  y^ears  have  not  entirely  been  in  vain.  The  record  of 


improvements  carried  out  as  e^  result  of  inspections  during  the 
under  review  is  also  striking. 


Local  efforts,  according  to  their  degree  of  success,  ultins.tely 
affect  the  national  standard,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
number  of  incidents  of  Food  Poisoning  reported  to  the  Ministry^  of  Health 
in  1951  (1952  figuires  have  not  yT'ot  been  issued)  'v'Vas  5,347  compared  with 
3,979  in  1950.  This  is  the  first  time  since  1942  that  the  number  of 
incidents  reported  vjas  less  than  that  of  the  previous  y^ear,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  tnis  encouraging  trend  njill  continue. 


With  regcTd  to  nen;  and  converted  premises,  an  excellent  7/orking 
arrangement  exists  with  the  Food  Executive  Officer,  Ho  application  for 
a catering  licence  is  recommended  until  the  premises  have  been  approved 
by-  the  Sanitary^  Department,  and  this  practical  liaison  is  extremely^ 
useful  as  it  ena'Dlas  us  to  give  advice  at  the  earliest  stage  on  the 
best  lay^-out  of  premises  and  the  facilities  necessary’’  to  comply  with  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  By^’elaws, 

It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Catering 
Trade  D'orking  party,  whose  final  report  was  issued  in  November,  1950, 
have  not  y^et  been  given  statutory^  recognition,  as  this  vrould  give 
additional  power  to  de.al  with  those  establishments  where  persuasive 
efforts  seem  to  have  onlyr  limited  and  temporary^  effect.

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  sellers’  market  which  prevailed  for 
several  yrears  after  the  war  is  becoming  a thing  of  the  past  and  com- 
petition in  the  trade  is  increasing.  It  seeras  probable  that  this  is  the 
main  reason  whyr  the  number  of  smaller  producers  is  dvdndling,  and  at  the 
end  of  1952  only  three  of  the  seven  registered  premises  were  being  used 
for  manufacturing  puj?poses,  y^et  the  total  number  of  retail  vendors  had 
increased  by^^  twenty! our . Since  then  tv/o  more  manuf  actum  ers  have  ceased 
production  end  receive  their  supplies  fraa  national  companies. 

All  registered  premises  were  subjected  to  routine  inspections  as 
necessaryg  and  particular  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  necessity^,  for  maintain- 
ing servers  in  a sterile  condition.  The  importance  of  this  was  demon- 
strated on  several  occasions  'where  unsatisfactory  Methylene  Blue  results 
were  clearly  traced  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  retailer  in  servini 

In  May,  1952, Regulations  were  issued  which  enable  a high  temperature 
short  time  (H.T.S.T.)  method  of  pasteurisation  to  be  applied  to  ice-creai 
mi::es , The  Regulations  give  official  approval  to  a third  method  of  heat 
treatment  in  v/hich  the  mix  is  subjected  to  a temperatuire  of  not  less 
than  1750F  for  at  least  15  seconds,  the  apparatus  being  thermostatically 
controlled.  It  is  only  likely  to  be  used  in  large  factories  and  no 
H.T.S.T,  plant  has  been  installed  in  the  Borough.

On  Decerioer  31sb,  1952,  the  total  nunher  of  distrihiitors  registered 
■under  the  Milh  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  was  29,  comprising  22  with 
premises  inside  the  Borough  and  7 wiiose  dairy  premises  are  situated  in 
ne ighh our ing  districts.  26  of  these  distrihutors  also  hold  various 
licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1949/50,  for 
the  treatment  and/or  sale  of  designated  milk. 

The  small  increase  in  the  number  of  distributors  compared  with  last 
year  is  entirely  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  shops  retailing 
bottled  milk.  Such  premises  are  not  registered  as  dairies,  sales  being 
restricted  to  sealed  bottles  as  received  from  the  wholesaler. 

The  number  of  Dealers’  (Pasteunriser s)  Licences  issued  v/as  6,  com- 
pared with  7 the  previous  year,  one  daii^mian  ceasing  to  pasteurise  his 
ovfli  supplies.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  is  the  second  siiccesH 
sive^year  during  which  a con'paratively  small  dair^^’Lian  has  installed 
pasteurising  plant  at  considerable  cost  out  has  ceased  to  operate  it  on 
economic  grounds  after  only  a few  months  have  elapsed.  It  v'ould  seem 
that  unless  a dairj^man  is  pasteurising  an  appreciable  quantity  of  milk 
ii.e.,  in  the  region  of  500  gallons  per  day  as  a minimum)  the  margin  of 
profit  is  insufficient  to  encourage  such  expense. 

The  net  effect  is,  of  course,  for  the  small  dairyman  to  buy  milk 
alread;^^  processed  and  bottled  ready  for  retail  distribution.  Thus  the 
initial  handling  and  treatment  of  bulk  supplies  is  becoming  concentrated 
into  the  larger  establishments  where  the  output  justified  installation 
of  modern  equipment.  At  one  dairjT"  in  the  Borough  the  resultant  increase 
in  daily  t'urnover  has  given  rise  to  problems  of  acute  congestion,  and  it 
is  almost  certain  that  entirely  new  and  larger  premises  will  be  erected 
to  meet  the  expansion  of  business.

HOUSING. 


Tliere  is  little  to  add  to  what  I have  said  in  previous  years  Y/ith 
regard  to  the  housing  situation  in  Eolkestone  so  far  as  it  affects  the 
Health  Department.  The  Department  is  v.-ell  aware  of  the  fact  that  a 
numher  of  houses  in  the  Borough  are  markedly  suh-standard , and  these 
are  all  earmarked  for  representation  under  the  Housing  Acts  as  soon  as 
circumstances  become  opportune.  vJ^e  are  also  acuteTy  conscious  of  the 
number  of  basements  and  semi-basements  in  the  Borough  w'hicli  are  occupied 


as  separate  units  of  accommodation, 
dwellings  that  the  most  difficult 
invari&:bly  cold,  sunless  appartirents , affected  by  dampness  to  a greater 
or  lesser  degree,  and  conditions  are  aggravated  by  a na turn  ally  moist

There  is  no  permanent  remedy  for  such  conditions  and  so  long  as 
economic  considerations 'make  it  necessary  for  these  basements  to  be  used 
for  habitation  the  problem  v^ill  not  be  satisfactorily  solved. 

The  question  of  repairs  to  existing  houses  continues  to  bo  in- 
fluenced b^’"  the  expense  involved,  end  the  relationship  between  the 
market  value  of  rent  controlled  property  as  an  investment  and  the  cost 
of  repo-irs  remains  the  biggest  stumbling  block  to  real  progress  in 
embarking  upon  any  extensive  prograiimie  of  reconditioning,  such  as  v/as 
the  normiil  policy  prior  to  1939.  Dela3r  in  revising  the  Rent  Restrictions 
Acts  so  that  the  term  ''reasonable  expense*''  - v/hich  is  still  the  legal 
ya^rdstick  to  be  applied  under  the  Housing  Act  - can  once  more  be  capable 
of  practical  application,  is  onlj'-'  aggravating  the  situation. 

Investigation  of  housing  applications  v/here  prior it^?'  ma37-  be  justified 
because^of  overcrowding  or  other  special  health  needs  is  included  in  the 
activities  of  the  Department.  80  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose 
during  the  year  and  appropriate  recommendations  ‘were  passed  to  the  Hous- 
ing Department  in  a number  of  cases.

A comparison  in  the  number  of  treatments  given  during  the  year  V\7ith 
those  in  1951  sho\¥S  a slight  decrease;  from  this  it  is  assuiaed  that  the  . 
work  done  by  the  Rodent  Operator  has  maintained  the  improvement  shovi/n  in 
my  report  for  the  preceding  year. 


An  important  addition  to  the  comprehensive  list  of  materials  for 
destro3"ing  rodents  was  made  earl;^?-  in  the  year  "oj  the  introduction  of 
Warfarin,  a rodent icide  vjhich  acts  upon  the  blood  S3rstsm  of  the  animal 
and  causes  death  within  a fev/  daj^s.  An  experiment  which  was  carried  out 
in  conjunction  with  the  Infestation  Department  of  the  Ministry-  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  at  the  Fast  Cliff  Works  in  the  use  of  this 
material  proved  very  successful.  It  is  felt  that  a greater  degree  of 
control  over  major  infestations  is  being  obtained,  perhaps  due  to 
Warfarin  being  without  smell  or  taste  - difficulties  v/hich  have  to  be 
overcome  when  getting  rats  and  mice  to  feed  from  ordinary?-  poison  baits. 


The  Leas  area  has  received  special  attention  during  the  j^ear , 
valuable  assistance  having  been  afforded  by  the  loan  of  a member  of  the 
Parks  Department  familiar  v/ith  the  manj^  points  where  infestations  occur  ■ 
par ticularl3^  during  the  height  of  the  season.  This  man  has  already 
received  initial  training  in  modern  methods  of  rodent  control  and  the 
latest  'treatment  has  proved  most  successful.
